In like manner we 
wrested to our own confusion and 
injury many Scriptures, reading into 
them what they do-not say and ignor. 
ing what they do say. As, for in- 
stance, the messages of Holy Writ to 
the effect that “‘all the wicked: wil] 
God destroy”; that “‘the wages of sin 
is death”; that. ‘‘the soul that sin- 
neth, it shall die’; that there -is.no 
eternal life out of’ Christ. All these 
and others we “warped and_ twisted 
away from their’ beautiful and simple 
teaching, and made out of them 
“doctrines of devils” with which .wa 
alarmed ourselves’ and those commit. 
ted to. our instruction. : 

We thank God that gradually the 
eyes of our understanding are open- 
ing to discern the great Truth that 
the testing of..the Church in. the 
present Age and: the testing of the 
world at large in the coming Age will 
be as to worthiness for eternal life or 
worthiness of eternal death—everlast- . 
ing destruction—the_ Second Death 
from which there -will be no redemp- 
tion, no resurrection, no_ recovery. 
As 8t. Peter declares, Those who 
enter into it will be, like brute beasts, 
made to be taken’ and destroyed— 
annihilated. i 

Sodom. und surrounding cities were 
profligate and licentious to the ex- 
treme and Divine Justice decreed 
that their. course must not.continue, 
but that they should be made an ‘ex- 
ample of—a lesson to others of the 
Divine ‘displeasure against all such 
licentiousness. Accordingly we read 
that fire and brimstone were rained 
from, heaven to the utter destruction 
of those cities, the place of which is 
now marked by the Dead Sea. Tho 
Sodomites were obliterated and only 
their name and history have come 
down to us. Their utter destruction 
bv eternal fire or heavenly fire rain. 
ed upon them were a complete de- 
struction. Their experience pictures 
forth the utter destruction of all 
whom: God will:finally reject as un- 
worthy of eternal. life. Not that firo 
or brimstone would be rained upon 
all, but that utter destruction will 
come upon all disapproved by the 
Almighty. Who thinks that St. Jude 
meant that the fire that destroyed 
the Sodomites was an eternal one? 
Whoever thinks that it is still burn- 
ing as a literal blaze should take a 
look at the picture of the Dead Sea 
and note that there are no fires there. 
The thought is that the fire, which is 
a symbol of destruction, did its work 
thoroughly, completely, leaving not 
a vestige of these condemned to de- 
struction. 

The Sodomites all went to hell—to 
the Bible he]l—to the state of death. 
But they did not:go to the hell which 
was manufactured by our forefathers 
during the dark ages—a hell of eter- 
nal torture. We have Bible testi- 
money on the subject, which we will 
produce. They are unconscious now 
ike the remainder of the dead, wait- 
ing for the resurrection. And the 
resurrection opportunity will come to 
them, as well as to all the remainder 
of Adam’s race; because they, as 
well as all others, are redeemed by 
the precious blood of Christ—by the 
sacrifice which he finished at Cul- 
vary. This is- not speculative. We 
have the words of the Master him- 
self on the subject. Let us take our 
information, our wisdom from the 
proper quarter. Then our doubts 
and fears will speedily flee away. 

We will produce the Bible testi- | 
mony showing that the Sodomites 
will be released und come forth dur- 
inv the mediatorial reign of Messiuh 
to enjoy a share of the blessings then | 
to be poured. out upon Israel and | 
the world; and to have an opportun- 
ity of coming into harmony with God | 
und guihing eternal life. But we, 
know that struightway somebody will | 
say, No, Pastor Russell, that would | 
be a second chance, and God has , 
nowhere promised a second chance | 
to any. Furthermore it would be . 
be-littleing to the Divine Govern- , 
ment to suppose that God, after | 
viving one fuir trial to a man and !

We fully ugree with this sentiment, 
but call attention to the fact that the 
Sodomites did not enjoy one trial for 
life. They und all) mankind were 
“born in sin, shapen in iniquity; in 
sin did their muthers conceive them.” 
They were born under the sentence, 
“Dying thou shalt die.’’ Neither they 
nor anyone else, therefore, could be 
pluced upon trial for a future life 
everlasting or death everlasting; un- 
til released from the original sentence 
of deuth under which all were born. 
And no release from that death sen- 
tence wus grunted to anybody until | 
the Redeemer came and died, “the | 
Just for the unjust,”’ that, ‘tas by | 
a mun came death, by a man _ also 


might come tne resurrection of the | 
dead.” 

Only those, theretore, who have 
been born since Jesus’ day could be 
released from the original penalty, or | 
could be placed on trial for life or ; 
death eternal. Only the Church, ; 
therefore, accepts this proposition. , 
To this agrees the words of the Apos. ! 
tle, “If we sin wilfully after that we | 
have come to a knowledge of the ! 
Truth, there remaineth no more sac- 
enjoyed

in'tne second Death” (Hebrews x, 
26). The: Sodomites, therefore, did 
not: enjoy any chance: of eternal life. 
under heaven or -amongst men where- 
by we must:be saved.” Not only ‘so, 
but’ the majority of mankind: :since 
Jesus’ day have. never heard the 
Gospel in the true-sense of the: word 
hearing. They have never under- 
stood.. uever appreciated, it fully, 
rightly. - 

It may astonish: some to know that 
Jesus, speaking of the judgment or 
trial of the world during the coming 
age,. during ‘his Mediatorial King- 
dom, declared that that trial would 
be less severe upon the Sodomites 
than upon some of those. people to 
whom he preached, who would also 
have a share in the opportunities of 
that great epoch—an _ opportunity, 
with the Sodomites, of reconciliation 
to God and the attainment of eternal 
life. His words were, Woe unto you 
Chorazzin and ‘Bethsaida, for if the 
mighty works which have been done 
in you had been done in Sodom and 
Gomorrah, they would have repented 
long ago in sackcloth and_ ashes. 
Therefore I say unto you, It shall be 
more toleruble for Tyre and Sidon in 
the day of judgment [the world’s 
trial time, the MiJlennium] than for 
you (Matthew ii, 2, 23). What more 
could we ask upon this subject? What 


higher authority could be invoked 
than the Great Judge himself? 


It will not do to say that Jesus did 
not refer to the sume licentious Sod- 
omites mentioned by St. Jude in our 
text. It will not do to say that Jesus 
meant some Sodomites living in his 
day, because there were none. The 
Master distinctly tells us that “the 
same day that Lot went out of 
Sodom it rained down fire and brim- 
stone from heaven and _ destroyed 
them all’ (Luke xvii, 29). When our 
Lord declares that “it shall be more 
toleruble for Sodom in the day of 
judgment than for Capernaum” and 
the cther cities iff which he preach- 
ed, he implies «hat it will ‘still be 
tolerable for those people who heard 
him and who rejected his message. 

This Gospel Age which began with | 
our Lord’s sufferings and trying ex- 
periences, and which has continued 
those experiences with his followers, 
has for its object the prenarstinn,. the | 
qualification, of those who will be the 
Judgea of the world in the coming 
Age. They must all be developed in 
the fruits and graces of the Holy Spir 
it—‘‘meakness, patience, brotherly 
kindness, love,” else that will not be | 
fit to be the Judges of mankind by 
and- by. It is required. that all be 
come copies of the Redeemer, God's 
dear Son. St. Paul tells us this, say- 
ing, “Know ye not that the saints 
shall judge the world?” and that God 
has foreordained that all of these 
judges must be copies of his Son? 
(Romans viii, 29; 1. Corinthians vi, 


2) 


Come back with me to the Old Tes- 
tament Scriptures and note how the 
Divine Spirit dictated this matter of | 
the future trial of the Sodomites to | 
one of the prophets and caused it tu 
be written for our instruction. Alas! 
as Jesus said, we have been ‘‘slow ot 
heart to believe all that the prophet: 
have spoken” (Luke xxiv, 26), Through 
Ezekiel the Prophet, the Lord ex- 
plains that when the restitution time 
shall come at the Second Advent of 
our Lord in the glory of his Kingdom, 
then the Divine blessing will come up 
Nor will the 
blessing of Messiah’s Kingdom come 
upon Israel only! It will extend to 
all the families of the earth. Through 
the Prophet the Lord specially empha 
sized to Israel her two. sister na- 
tions, Sodom and Samaria. The Lord 
pointed out that in the day of their 
pride and yrosperity they disdained 
these sister nations as being far be- 
neath them and unworthy of their no- 
tice in every way. But in the restitu- 
tion times (Acts iii, 19) they will be | 
glad to have a share of the Divine 
favor in conjunction with those na- 
tions formerly despised. 

The Lord declares that it is not be- 
cause of the wortljness of any of these , 
that he proposes their restitution, but 
because of his glorious character, for 
which his namesake. Let me quote | 
to you this remarkably clear state- 
ment of the Divine purposes future; 
and let us notice that it is emphatic- 
ally declare. that the ones to be re- | 
stored and blessed are the very ones 
who perished in the days of Lot. We 
quote,— 

“Sodom thy sister nath not done 
© ¢¢ as thou hast done * * * Behoid 
this was the iniquity of thy sister 
Sodom, pride, fulness of bread, and 
abundance of idleness was to her, ; 
* * * neither did she strengthen the | 
hand of the poor and the needy. And | 
they were haughty, and committed 
abomination before me; therefore I | 
took them away as I saw good. [God | 
did not see good to take them to a hell

by the traditions handed down from 
the past, that we gave: him -the rev- 
erence of fear, rather than that of 
love and devotion. The clearer light 
comes to us as a-fresh revelation’ of 
the meaning. of the Apostle’s words 
when he wrote about “lengths anil 
breadths and: heights and depths of 
love of God, which ‘passeth-all under- 
standing.” ~ 

The words of the Lord through the 
prophet come to our minds, “Fear not 
their fear, neither be afraid.” ‘‘Their 
fear of me is not of me, but is taught 
by the precepts of man.” ‘As the 
heavens are higher than the earth, so 
are my ways higher than your ways 
and my plans higher than your 
plans.’ Oh! Thank God that it is so! 
To all eternity we shall praise God 
that he did not allow our forefatherz 
to make him or change his character. 
Yes, und he is the same yesterday, 
to-lay and forever. He changes not. 
The great, wise, just loving plan for 
the salvation of mankind which he is 
now carrying out was the very ons 
“which he purposed in himself befor 
the world was created.” The plan of 
selecting the Church through fiery 
trials, through the straight gate and 
narrow way, for nineteen centuries, 
was what he purposed in advance; for 
the Anostle says that he foreknew the 
Chureh in Christ. 

Likewise the times of restitution 
soon to come for the world of mankind 
ne foreknew and predestinated, and 
made all the arrangements for, just as 
they are being carried out now. Th 
end will be glorious. His name will 
shine resplendent!y when the mist3 
have,clesred oway, and when the Sun 
of Righteousness shall arise wit 
healing in his beams, scattering a! 
the darkness and degradation of sin 
and superstition. 


“Then we'll see what God’ hath 
wrought! 

Then we'll praise him, praise him 
as we ought." 


We are well aware that only the few 
can see the beauties of this subject as 
we see them. We are aware that only 
those to whom “‘it is given to know” 
will understand in the sense of fully 
appreciating the depth of the Divine 
message. But we are sure that all 
such will rejoice more and more in 
the ‘Gad of our salvation, as they 
comé to appreciate his worthiness of 
our love and confidence and devotion. 

As for those who shall under Divine 
tests -prove themselves sympathetic 
with iniquity, we are glad that the 
Divine sentence is that they shall 
have from the Eternal One a destruc- 
tion total, complete—one from which 
there will be no recovery, no redemp- 
tion, no resurrection. ‘‘They shall be 
as though they had not been.” But 
all the willing and the obedient shall 
have the blessing of the Lord unto life 
eternal—either on the spirit plane as 
members of the Church of the first- 
borns or on the human plane as mem- 
bers of the saved Israel restored to 
human perfection.

News., was received a_ short 
time ago of the drowning of H. 
W. Selby, Dominion land sur- 
veyor, well known in Red Deer. 
Mr. Selby came west from Rainy 
River district about eight years 
ago with A. F. Botsford,and took 
up work in the north country. 
The Edmonton Bulletin says, in 
an interview with A. Von Ham- 
merstein, who has been prospect- 
ing ‘for oil at Fort McMurray, 
and with whom Mr. Selby was 
engaged: 

Further and more accurate 
particulars of the death by 
drowning of.Henry W. Selby, of 
Toronto, the Dominion land sur- 
veyor, are brought to the city by 
Mr. Von Hammerstein. It was 
not in the Boiler rapids’ on the 
Athabasca river, that Mr. Selby 
met his death, but in the swift 
water of the channel between 
House River and Pelican portage 
at a point about 25 miles north of 
the Pelican rapids. 


LEFT IN GOOD HEALTH. 


Mr. Selby left Fort McMurray 
for Athabasca Landing in good 
health, on the 14th of August, 
four days after Mr. Von Ham- 
merstein’s party had started for 
the south. He had a single com- 
panion in a freighter named 
Shott. 

On the day on which the acci- 
dent occurred the two men were 
walking on the bank of the river, 
Selby behind and Shott before 
the scow. They had been joined 
by several othermen. At lunch 
time Mr. Selby was missed. It 
was thought at first that he had 
gone on ahead of the party and 
his return was awaited. When he 
did not putin an appearance, a 
search was instituted, and back 
on the path which the party had 
followed along the precipitous] 
river bank, hie cap was found. 
Nearby on the gravel bank of the 
river there was an impression 
such as would be made by a man 
falling. The party camped here 
and made a search for the body, 
but no traces of it were found. 
Mr.. Von Hammerstein’s party 
were notified of the accident by 
a man who went on ahead. 


A, TREACHEROUS CURRENT. 


At the point where Mr. Selby 
fell to his death the river is about 
half a mile in width and a treach- 
erous current shoots across to 
the opposite side with tremendous 
force, so that a man would have 
no chance for his life. It would 
be impossible to gain a foothold 
against the rushing water. 

It is not known how Mr. Selby 
came to fall into the river, but 
halfbreeds who examined the 
tracks on the bank say that broad 
footprints show that he had been 
bracing himself as against a fall 
and must have had a dizzy spell. 
The body has not yet been found. 


Automobile Notes. 


The question often drises as to 
the right of way at turns and 
crossings. Generally speaking, 
the vehicle which arrives first 
has the priority of passage, and 
in case of a ‘‘dead heat’’ between 
two cars, it remains for both 
drivers to agree as to which shall 
proceed ahead of the other, the 
driver yielding the way giving. a 
sienal with the hand. Generally 
speaking, horse traffic gives the 
precedence to automobiles as a 
matter of safety, but the motorist 
should not consider that he has 
the absolute right of way over 
all other road users for this 
reason, but remember that every 
user has equal rights on the road.

‘The Ottawa Journal has this to 
say of Sir Wilfrid’s Western tour: 

The West has: seen its timber 
limita pass. intc ‘private hands, 
into possession. of ardent mach- 
ine Liberals under an untrustwor- 
thy system of tender; it has seen 
men on the Canadian Payroll de- 
voting their entire time to politic- 
al organization; it has seen Jands 
purchased. from the government 
for a few thousand and sold short- 
ly after for a million, it has seen 
men, of mediocre ability become 
suddenly rich through their pol- 
itical connections. 

These things cannot be hidden 
so much in the West as in the 
East. These sudden changes in 
a man’s fortunes are patent to all. 
And a few such examples have 
helped to turn whole communities 
into active government oppo- 
nents. 

These are some of the factors 
which should have lost the west to 
the Laurier ministry. If the pri- 
me minister can convince the 
west that his government is rea- 
sonably clean, that honesty is a 
chief recommendation to promot- 
ion among his officials, that pol- 
itical manipulation for private 
financial gain is frowned upon 
and punished, that a petty system 
of pilfering does not run through 
many departments of the govern- 
ment, then his ministry may have 
a chance of holding its own in the 
West, when the day of political 
judgement arrives. 

The issue is moral rather’ than 
political. 

Tnus from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific there is an unbroken re- 
cord of Conservatives turning 
Liberals out of office and giving 
enormously better administration. 
It will be the same at Ottawa. 


Is McBride the 
Coming Leader ? 


A unique interest attaches to 
the September number of Busy 
Man’s Magazine because in it is 
to be found a striking prophecy 
about the future of the Hon. Ric- 
hard McBride, Premier of British 
Columbia, based on the extraord- 
inary likeness he bears to three 
great political leaders.

The most perfect French coffee is - 
made in the steam coffeepot, a tall 
brass affair with two receptacles. The. 
lower one Is filled with water, the up-. 
per one witb coffee. 

The water is heated -by a smal) lamp 
and the steum generated rises to the 
coffee and 1s coudensed tn the upper 
receptacle and comes back again filled 
witb all the delicate,aroma of the: cof- 
fee, ON A 

None of the flavor is allowed to es- 
cape, and the steam coffee {ts said to. 
be the strongest and most delicious 
made anywhere. 

The Arabian coffee is delicious in 
flavor, due to the freshly roasted cof- 
fee berries and to the presence of cln- 
pomon. ‘The coffee is roasted freshly 
every day. 

After it is thoroughly ground up or 
pounded It is passed through a steve, 
and only the fine brown flour {is used. 
Two teaspoonfuls of this flour are used 
with two cups of water and boiled to- 
gether with a little plece of cinnamon. 

It is bolled, then allowed to cool off 
and then boiled again until it forms a 
thick paste; then half a cupful of boil- 
{ng water is added, and the coffee Is 
drunk in this semithick state without 
sugar or milk. 

The Viennese are famous for their 
cafe au lait. Sometimes the coffee 
and bot milk are mixed at the table, 
and the skillful waiter knows just bow 
to pour the two ingredients so that 
they will blend thoroughly almost be- 
fore touching the cup. 

When large quantities of coffee are 
to be made, the coffee and milk are 
boiled together, the coffee being roast- 
ed brown, ground and tied in small 
linen bags. It is then put into a large 
kettle with two parts water to one of 
milk and allowed to come to a boil. 
It is served with whipped cream. 

Coffee being the nationa) drink of the 
Turk, tbe sultan {s often graciously in- 
clined to give away his own silver cof- 
fee cups to favored guests as sou- 
venirs. These coffee cups resemble 
eggshells in shape and are of silver 
filigree, with an inner lining of very 
thin pale blue porcelain. The Turk- 
ish coffee is the sume as the Arabian 
coffee and is always made of freshly 
roasted coffee berries ground to a pow: 
der and served in a thick, sirupy state, 
It is made very strong and Is served 
without milk, sugar or other addition. 


UMBRELLA HOLDER. 


Made of Material to Suit the Hang- 
ings of the Room. 

These holders will be found very con- 
venient to hang in a cupboard, as good 
umbrellas are apt to get damaged if 

left In the ball 
stand. They look 
wel] made in fig- 
ured linen or of 
any material to 
sult the hangings 
of the room. The 
one shown in the 
lllustration is of 
linen with a 
cream grounod 
and red roses. A 
yard of thirty- 
six inch material 
is cut into five

Secure two brass 
rings to the top corners to complete 
the article.

ORCHARD LANDS. | 
The Selection tnd ‘Gare of Soils For 
; Fruit Growing. 


By CHARLES M’BURKETT, Kansas, 
before the State Horticultural society. 


It is Impossible for us to lay down 
any fixed and set rules that shail gov- 
ern .the selection of a soil for orchard 
lands. We may call one type an ideal 
soll, but what we want more than an 
{deal type is a farm orchard for every 
farm. It would be folly to say that 
we want {ideal conditions of soll for 
svery orchard or garden. What we 
want are ap orchard and gardep on 
every farm, and we want to take the 
soils and so treat them that they will 
respond in the highest degree to profit 
and pleasure. 

There Are Different Ways. , 

One of the first requisites in the 
management of orchard solls, garden 
or, in fact, any agricultural soils is 
thorough tillage. Of course there are 
different ways to till the land. This 
statement does not mean that we are 
to turn the plowshare loose in the soll. 
It does not mean that we shall plow 
or till at the wrong season of the year. 
It does not mean that we shall give 
the sandy soils the same treatment 
that we give clay soils. But It means 
that we must study orchard lands our- 
selves, to give just the treatment that 
secures the greatest response. We can 
disk our orchards if we fear to plow 
them. We can grow rye or other 
cereal crop if our soils contain too 
much nitrogen, In fact, some of our 
trees do not bear because they are too 
abundantly supplied with nitrogenous 
food in the soil. - 

There is a principle acknowledged in 
all our plant and animal life. When 
we treat an animal or plant too well, 
sterility and lack of prolificacy often 
follow. It is also true with our trees, 

Crops May Help. 

Solling crops may help some lands, 
but the difficulty in growing soiling 
crops is that they take great quantities 
of food and water out of the soll. That 
1s the great difficulty of such methods, 
What we are after, it seems to me, is 
to get plenty of water in order to take 
care of the tree during its spring and 
summer activity. In fact, one thing 
that has been brought most prominent- 
ly before us in the last five years has 
been the realization of the value and 
Meaning of water. One of the things 
that have been brought out Is that all 
soils contain great quantities of plant 
food, but plants cannot get at this 
plant food because of the physical 
condition of the soils. To help in tha 
work we must contro! the water sup- 
ply. It has been estimated, and I bave 
no doubt that right around through 
this section there is often not more 
than 50 per cent of the water which 
falls as rain that gets Into the soil. 
There is an abundance of water in 
Kansas to produce remunerative crops 
of all kinds if it is taken care of. It 
takes four Inches of water to produce 
eight bushels of wheat. It takes nine 
inches of water to produce sixteen 
bushels of wheat. It takes fifteen 
inches of water to produce thirty bush- 
els of wheat. We have an abundance 
of water, therefore. in our section if 
properly conserved. 

It takes a great deal of water for 
the production of orchard crops be» 
cause the trees are pumping out of the 
soll great quantities of water all the 
time. Open up the soil and let the wa- 
ter move Into It, and once in the 
soll malutain {t there. A farmer sald 
that he allowed the weeds to grow up 
and then mowed them down and made 
a thorough mulch over the soil. That 
mulch acted In the way to do the most 
good. It kept the water in the soil. 
We know when we pass along the 
rond or elsewhere if we kick up a 
stone or even the dry dirt on the road- 
side we find it moist because the dirt 
or stone acted as a mulch and kept the 
water from escaping. 


When to Spray. 

It is generally considered unsafe to 
spray for the Sun Jose scale while the 
leaves are on the trees, the materials 
used are so strong, though In certain 
cases trees have been sprayed when in 
full leaf in June with the lime sul- 
phur wash without the slightest Injury 
resulting. Treatment in summer Is not 
advisable, however, and the best and 
safest time to apply the wash fs from 
the time the leaves have fallen till the 
buds begin to open in spring. Where 
the trees are badly infested two treat- 
nents, one late In the fall and the 
other early the next spring. are most 
desirable, but where only one Is need- 
ed or possible for any reason the re- 
sults obtained in Massachusetts point 
to the spring as the time when the 
best results are to be obtained.—H. T. 
Fernald. 


For Moving a Heavy Ladder. 

One man can carry a long, heavy 
ladder with ease by using the device 
here illustrated. Little blocks or boxes 
slide ulong a shaft for‘adjustment to 
LAN the ladder’s width, 
and into these 
blocks or boxes the 
end of the side 
rafls fit, explains a 
writer {In the Iowa 
Ilumestead. Then 
by taking the other 
end of the ladder one cun wheel to any 
point desired. The wheel should be 

made out of a two inch plank. 


NOVEL DEVICE. 


Protection of Wounds. 

No artificial medium can be applied’ 
to the surface of a tree wound which 
will induce it to heal more quickly. 
The activity of the healing process de- 
pends upon the character and position 
and the time of the year when the 
wound {fs made rather than upon pro- 
tective coverings, but where a turge 
surface of heart Wood is exposed It 1s 
‘advisable to protect it from decay by 
n coat of white lead or other satisfac- ! 
tory covering.

Mr. Editor : 

‘Dear sir,—I have been very 
much struck with the excellent 
school: report lately published 
and the work of the school board, 
and. could not help feeling proud 
that this’ has all been accom- 
plished in Red Deer. Of course, 
I realize that all these public and 
high: school improvements do 
entail a vast amount of expense, 
and it has dawned upon me that 
this expense al! charged t> taxes 
is hardly justice to a large per- 


centage of ratepayers; particu- | J 


larly is this the case in regard to 
the high ‘school. There is no 
doubt but what the high school 
to some extent benefits every 
ratepayer, but not to the full 
extent of the extra amount 
charged to taxes. There are a 
great many ratepayers who, after 
their children have passed the 
public’ school leaving, can not 
afford to keep them longer at 
school, and the children have to 
go to work, but the parents have 
to share the cost of educating the 
children of those that can afford 
to keep their children at school, 
for one, two, three or more years, 
as the case may be. In justice to 
ratepayers, I think a small fee 
should be charged for high school 
scholars to at least partially pay 
for the extra expense, and I fur- 
ther think that very few parents 
would object, We have a very 
up-to-date town and our taxes 
are necessarily high, but as much 
as possible let them be distribut- 
ed as proportionately as possible. 
I would like to hear some other 
views on thie subject.
